O’hureli do not enter it to make a 
profession of their goodness, 
but 
realize that they need the sym pathy 
and mutual helpfulness of 
others 
with sim ilar desires. 
They 
realize 
that they have not attained 
their 
goal or are “already made perfect” 
for their life is full of 
error 
and 
stumbling, but they “press on toward 
the goal unto the prize of the 
high 
railing o f God in Christ Jesus.” 
The people who make claim 
for 
their goodness are outside 
of 
the 
church. They lift their eyebrows and 
point their fingers at the 
inconsis­ 
tencies o f Christians. These morali-t" 
profess to be so good that they need 
no help from the 
association 
o f 
praying men. They look upon them ­ 
selves as supermen, asking no odds 
of God, Christ or their fellow men. 
When n-ked what do yon believe? 
it is good to be able to name such 
great truths as God 
the* Father; 
Chri"t our Lord; the Holy Spirit, and 
then to add, “the Church”. 
The “high calling” o f the Church i- 
to holiness, which is the goal o f the 
Christian life. For the helpfuln« *ss of 
those who would attain this goal she 
offers a creed. 
As a help to it" goal the Church 
offers a Moral ( ’ode, or rule of con­ 
duct as contained in the Ten 
Com­ 
mandments and exemplified in 
The 
Sermon on tlie Mount. 
As a third help the Church offers a 
Commission namely “Seek ye first 
his Kingdom and his 
righteousness 
and all these things shall be added 
unto you.” 
This Church o f which we speak i* 
Catholic. The word means universal 
world-wide. It is not limited to 
the 
narrow confines of any denomination 
or group. 


The Church is Catholic in its ambi­ 
tion to bear its 
standard; 
in 
its 
adaptation to the spiritual needs of 
all sorts and conditions o f men; in 
its invitation to all who would get 
right with God. 
The Church points to one 
open 
door, and that is Jesus who says, “I 
am the way, no man cometIj unto the 
Father but by me.” 
How magnificent that word Catho­ 
lic i< when stripped o f all its arro- 
gan claim s, pretensions and demands 
that would make the 
Church 
one 
through compulsion. 
With reference to the Church, the 
word Catholic means, “The Church 
taken as a whole,” the comprehensive 
Church the whole body of believers in 
Christ. 
Tho Holy Catholic church includes 
all branches o f believers and divis­ 
ions in which Christianity serves the 
world.

Trouble With Fighters

New York, Feb. 25—One of Wil­ 
liam Muldoon’s rules, issued 
from 
the chair of the New York 
Boxing 
Commission, prohibited boxers under 
age from appearing in contests 
ot 
more than six rounds. 
Like most of the mles which the 
former chairman of the commission 
put on the hooks, it caused a lot o«. 
comment, and opinion was 
evenly 
divid <1 on its practical wisdom. 
Everyone admitted, however, that 
a very high ideal had prompted the 
rule and that it might be si good one 
in the long run. 
\ 
Cue of the chief objections to the 
rule was that it could be “cheated’’, 
and that managers could add years 
onto tht real age of their box£r when 
they applied for a license. 
The discussion on the point spread 
to England where the following in­ 
teresting comment was 
made 
in 
“Sporting Life” (Lonckn:) 
“Everyone knows that it is 
not 
merely unwise but harmful and dan­ 
gerous to impose too great a strain 
on the physique of growing young­ 
sters, but one thinks the New York 
Boxing Commission is over-graud- 
motlierlv in saying that »«> youth un­ 
der the age of twenty shall he per­ 
mitted to box in anything over six- 
round contests in that State. 
“We should say that at least 95 
percent of English boicrf—m d for 
that matter boxers of any nationality 
—have started when in their teens, 
and that most of them have 
gone 
ten, fifteen, and even twenty rounds 
many times long before they 
were 
twenty years *ofd. 
“ But that is not to argue that all 
of them are physically fitted for 60 
or 80 minutes of box ng. There is no 
doubt that* many of them are 
not, 
even though they pass a medical ex­ 
amination for organic soundness—
